England is in no danger of a Ger­ 
man invasion,

British 
correspondents 
in 
Dutch territory declare that German 
officials now in 
Brussels assert a 
raid on England is certain. 
Ouote German Officer 
The Daily Mail’s correspondent at 
Bergen quotes Gen. Baron Von Ar- 
denne of the German ad ju tan t gen­ 
eral's office as saying: 
“ In course 
of time we shall possess Calais, and 
probably Dieppe and Havre. 
Our 
twelve inch howitzers have the long 
range of lo miles. 
Our larger guns 
have a range still 
grtater. 
And 
England may have 
an 
additional 
surprise in the artillery line com­ 
ing. 
The French harbors will serve 
as bases for torpedo boats, destroy­ 
ers, submarines, cruisers and Zeppe­ 
lins. 
“ They can be m ade impregnable 
from the sea b> a triple row 
of 
mines. 
lf this 
mine field is laid 
from the French 
to 
the 
English 
coast 
Portsm outh 
and 
Plymouth

HERRIN. Ill . Oct. 27.— With fif­ 
teen bodies recovered at noon, res­ 
cuers practically abandoned hope for 
from no to IOO miners trapped in the 
burning lower levels of the North 
mine of the Franklin Coal and Coke 
company at Royalton by a terrific 
explosion of gas today. 
At th at hour 
2 *>n miners had been rescued and 
resetters were making 
frantic 
ef­ 
forts to reach the imprisoned men. 
Flames are raging in the west en ­ 
try in which the men are trapped. 
Helmeted rescuers of the state mine 
rescue staff, who arrived here a t ll 
a. in. and a corps of volunteers are 
trying to pierre the cordon of flames 
that surrounds the* entrance to the 
drift. 
Thus far they have been un ­ 
successful 
and 
miners who have 
worked in the drift 
declare it 
is 
folly to believe th at 
the 
trapped 
men can escape alive. 
The explosion occurred 
at 
7:25 
a. rn 
shortly after nearly all the 
3 72 men employed In the mine had 
descended into the shaft. The exact 
num ber of men who had been carried 
down the shaft was not known at 
noon and for that reason, estimates 
on the num ber of doomed men were 
impossible. 
Volunteers to Rescue 
A volunteer corps 
was 
quickly 
formed by the m iners left waiting 
on the surface and a telegraphic ap­ 
peal was sent for the state mine res­ 
cue car. 
The huge fans began forc­ 
ing air into the mine. 
The first a t­ 
tempt to descend was baffled by a 
rush of flames that shot nearly to 
the surface. 
The air pressure fought 
hack the flames toward the lower 
levels and the first squad of r e s ­ 
cuers descended. 
At the entrance to one of the lev­ 
els the rescuers found a heap cf 
fifteen bodies, burned beyond recog­ 
nition. In the still lower levels, over 
250 men were found, many of them 
burned and otherwise injured. 
W hen these men were brought to 
the surface an attempt was made to 
reach the west e n tr\. 
A burst of 
flame drove th** rescuing party back 
and several 
other 
attem pts 
were 
beaten back. 
Rescue work was hampered by the 
frantic* efforts of the women and 
children whose husbands and fathers 
anil brothers are among the doomed 
men, to reach 
the 
m outh of the 
shaft.

RUSSIA AND AUSTRIA 
DIRECTLY CONTRADICT 


BERLIN, Via 
W ireless Through 
Sayville, L. I., to the United Presa, 
Oct. 7.— T he following official bul­ 
letin Issued by the Austrian war of­ 
fice at. Vienna was m ade public here 
today: 
“ The 
combined 
Austro-German 
forces hold strong 
positions

long and almost continuous line from 
Styr and Sam bor in Galicia east to­ 
ward Przemysl on

river, 
and th en alm ost in a straight line

At every point 
along th e line they are fighting the 
main Russian army. 
“ The Austrian offensive in the vic­ 
inity of the C arpathians has com­ 
pelled the Russians to drawr heavily 
on th eir reinforcements.

Galicia the battle is still raging with 
th e Austrian troops m aking success­ 
ful progress.

P E T ROG RAD. Oft. 
27.— It was 
officially announced today that the 
Germans and Austrians have failed 
to resume the offensive. 
The Ger­ 
mans, it is stated, are endeavoring 
to entrench under cover of their ar­ 
tillery, but the Russians continue to 
harass them, indicting heavy losses. 
The official statement says: “The 
fighting in the vicinity of Petrokow 
and Radoman has developed a bat­ 
tle front extending more than sev­ 
enty miles from Rawa, Nowemiasto, 
Bialobrzegi to tho mouth of the Ri­ 
ver llzhanka. 
The fighting h^s been 
continued since Saturday with 
the 
Russians frequently resorting to the 
bayonet to gain ground. 
The heav­ 
iest losses have been inflicted on the 
enemy. 
The Russians have occupied N’em- 
ylowsky forest to the southeast 
of 
Rawa, capturing several guns 
and 
many prisoners. 
Fierce

continues in the forests between Ra­ 
doman and Kasenice. 
The Russians are steadily advanc­ 
ing in the Galicia region near the 
Sambor.

From time to time nods 
of approval from one and another 
showed that the arguments and the 
pleadings of the speakers fell on fer­ 
tile ground. More than one, on the 
fence before the meeting, went from 
the hall as converted Blaine men. 
The sentiment of every man pres­ 
ent showed 
marked 
opposition to 
both Philipp and Karel, the latter in 
particular. 
“ I am for Blaine from head to 
foot.” was the way in which S. P. 
Markle 
expressed 
himself 
while 
shaking hands with Mr. Thompson 
and Mr. Schweizer after the meeting. 
His 
father, standing 
nearby, said 
that his support would he for the 
man from Boscobel as would be his 
vote if he should go to the polls. 
The veteran of the civil war is in 
the seventies and has not voted regu­ 
larly for a number of years. 
Records Reviewed 
Mr. Thompson reviewed the rec­ 
ords of Philipp and Karel in 
the 
legislature, reciting how both had 
opposed for more than a decade every 
progressive measure put before the 
legislature, 
in 
particular the rail­ 
road tax law, the anti-pass law*, the 
primary election law* and the anti- 
lobbv law. 
Mr. 
Schweizer 
reviewed 
the 
growth of the progressive movement 
in Wisconsin and the nation from the 
time that Senator Robert M. La Fol­ 
lette planted the movement in this 
state until the time when Woodrow 
Wilson, progressive governor of New* 
Jersey, was elected to the highest of­ 
fice in the land— until

But two short weeks ago County 
Chairman A. ii.

Mr. Party Regularity was dealt a 
death blow by Senator Bosshard last 
night and the audience, mostly dem ­ 
ocrats, applauded. 
Philipp and Karel were disposed 
of In but a few short, terse sent­ 
ences. 
Tho speaker merely review­ 
ed their records and read extracts 
from the platforms which promise 
nothing to the people of the state 
but retrogression. 
Following the meeting a few of 
those present expressed their senti­ 
ments as follows: 
“ I believe in the ‘white man on 
the white coupon,’ as you have put 
John J. Blaine up to me tonight,” 
said Henry Rhodes, 
proprietor of 
the Rhodes’ store 
at Barre

“and I am sure that the bulk of the 
voters of Rarre township are in fav­ 
or of his progressive views and will 
desert their parties on the ticket 
for governor.”
